g ether iuadeiitmto. Whiit pro^i-ect there 
I of bringing tlie perpetrctora of the 
crime to justice we cannot tell. Mr. 
Webb says he hus a clew. Let as hope 
h* has, but 2dr. ^ ebb hua not been 
noted recently for tmthfalneas. Mill it 
leems hardly posaible that a crime ao 
horrible could be committed without 
•ome trace uf it« perpetrators being' 
found. 

"That professional procurer of aasiis- 
■inationa and subomate of iici-jury, 
Robert Pinkerton, and that empioyer 
and applHuder of aaKuasiua, Mr. Webb, 
do nut hesitate, in the ui>ai'ucc uf the 
pretense of evidence to aEsert that the 
crime is chargeable aguinat the atrikers 
and tbo former adds that he liaa evi- 
dence thnt some one high iu the coun- 
cils of the K nigh ta uf Lab<>r inatignteil 
the deed.
